Chicago's Labor Trouble is 


at an End 


CHICAGO, 111., Nov. 23.—The strlkfi' 


jf the employes of the Chicago Street 
Railway company was settled at an 
early hour this morning at a confer- 
once between the mayor, the alcler- 
inanic 
pence 
commit teo, 
President 


Hamilton and E. U. Bllh-s. counsel for 
the company and the executive board 
of the local union of the strikers. 


The basis on which the settlement 


was reached is a complete vlrtory for 
the company as far ft.s the original de- 
mands of the men nre concerned. The 
agreement reached will be ratified at a 
meeting of the men at 
9 o'clock this 


morning1, and it is expected that traf- 
fic on all the lines of the comiKUiy will 
be resumed today. 


Tho wage question is to be 
arbi- 


trated, routing" to be adjusted by u 
committee and all strikers arc to be 
reinstated. 


The only important concession made 


liy the company was the agreement to 
reinstate 
all strikers. Including the 


outside unions who went out In sym- 
pathy with the trainmen, with the ex- 
ception of those who resorted to vio- 
lence during the trouble. 


The arbitration of the wage scale is 


to he according to the wages paid out- 
side of Chicago and not on the basis 
of tho local street railroads. 


These arc the two points that have 


been the stumbling block to a peace- 
able adjustment of the strike for thf: 
past week. The company has insisted 
that It pays higher wages than any 
similar corporation in the country. 


Tho men were fearful that arbitra- 


tion on the scale1 paid (n other cities 
•would decrease their wa.ges and they 
fought stubbornly for their point. 


The demands of the union were: 
1—An Increase of wages amounting 


to 4 cents an hour for all men employ- 
ed on the electric lines; 
before 
the 


strike the men offered to accept 1 cent 
an hour. Both sides were at all times 
willing; to arbitrate the wage scale, the 
basis of arbitration being 
the

Chicago's Labor Trouble is 


at an End 


CHICAGO, 111., Nov. 25.— The strike 


of the employes of the Chicago Street 
Railway company was settled at an 
early hour this morning' at a confer- 
ence between 
mnnlc peace 


the mayor,

President 


Hamilton and E. K. BUss, counsel for 
the company and the executive board 
of the local union of the strikers. 


The basis on which the set tlement 


was reached Is a complete victory for 
the company as far as the original de- 
mands of the men are concerned. The 
agreement reached will be ratified at a 
meeting of the men at 
9 o'clock this 


morning:, and it Is expected that traf- 
fic on all the lines of the company will 
be resumed today. 


The wage question la to be 
arbi- 


trated, routing to be adjusted by 
committee and ail strikers are to be 
reinstated. 


The. 
only important concession made 


by the company was the agreement to 
reinstate 
all 
strikers, including1 the 


outside unions who went oiit in sym- 
pathy with the trainmen, with the ex- 
ception of those who resorted to vio- 
lence during the trouble. 


The arbitration of the wage scale is 


to he O'Ccordingr to the wages paid out- 
side o! Chicago and not on the basis 
of the local street railroads. 


Those are the two points that have 


been the stumbling block to a peace- 
able adjustment of the strike for the 
past week. The company has Insisted 
thai it pays higher waxes than any 
similar corporation In the country. 


The men were fearful that arbitra- 


tion on the scale paid In other cities 
would decrease their wages and they 
fought stubbornly for their point. 


The demands of the union were: 
1— An Increase of wages amounting 


to 4 cents an hour for all men employ- 
ed on the electric lines; 
before 
the 


strike the men offered to accept 1 cent 
an hour. Both sides were at all times 
willing to arbitrate the wage scale, the 
basis of arbitration being

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STRIKEJETTLED 


Chicago's Labor Trouble is 


at an End 


CHICAGO, 111., Nov. 25.—The strike 


of the employes of the Chicago Street 
Railway company was settled at an 
early hour this morning at a confer- 
ence between the mayor, the alder- 
manic 
pea re 
committee. 
President 


Hamilton and E. H. Bliss, counsel for 
the company and the executive board 
of the local union of the Rtrikors. 


The basis on which the settlement 


was reached Is a complete victory for 
the company as far us the original de- 
mands of the men are concerned. The 
agreement reached will be ratified at a 
meeting of the men at 
9 o'clock thia 


morning, and it is expected that traf- 
fic on all the lines of the company will 
be resumed today. 


The wage question la to be arbi- 


trated, routing to be adjusted by 
committee and all strikers are to be 
reinstated. 


The only ijnportant concession made 


by the company was the agreement to 
reinstate 
all 
strikers. Including the 


outside unions who went out In sym- 
pathy with the trainmen, with the ex- 
ception of those who resorted to vio- 
lence during the trouble. 


The arbitration of the wage scale is 


to he a-ccordinp to the wages paid out- 
side of Chicago and n-ot on the basis 
of the local street railroads. 


These are the two points that have 


been the stumbling block to a peace- 
able adjustment of the strike for thn 
past week. The company has insisted 
that it pays higher wages than any 
similar corporation in the country. 


The men were fearful that arbitra- 


tion on the scale paid in other cities 
would decrease their wng-ps and they 
fought stubbornly for their point. 


The demands of the union were: 
1—An Increase of wages .amounting 


to 4 cents an hooir for all men employ- 
ed on the electric lines; 
before 
the 


strike the men offered to accept 1 cent 
an hour. Both sides were at all times 
willing to arbitrate the wage scale, the 
basis of arbitration being 
the 
sole 


point at issue, and on this the com- 
pany wins. 


2—The

On this point the com- 
pany wins. 


3—That the officials of the local union 


be given the right to say what men 
shall be discharged and their discharge 
not to stand If It did not meet the ap- 
proval of the union.

by them that a man was compelled to 
be on duty from 16 to 20 hours in or- 
der tb make a full day's pay. On this 
point the company \vins.
